Negro Is Held In Murder Of 
Malcolm X, Leader Of Rival 
Faction,Sunday Afternoon 


By MALCOLM STEPHENSON 
NEW YORK (AP) - A 22- 
year-old Negro today faced a 
homicide charge in the assas­ 
sination of Malcolm X. a black 
nationalist leader. 
Malcolm X. 39. died in a vol­ 
ley of shotgun and pistol fire as 
he started to address a rally of 
his Muslim splinter group Sun­ 
day in an upper Manhattan ball­ 
room. 
A homicide charge was lodged 
early today against a man iden­ 
tified by the FBI as Talmadge 
Hayer. 22. alias Thomas Hayer, 
a Negro whose last known ad­ 
dress was Paterson, N.J. 
FIVE INVOLVED 
Police saki at least five per­ 
sons were believed involved in 
the killing — as Malcolm X re­ 
portedly was preparing to iden­ 
tify assassins he charged had 
been seeking his life.

baffling cases which has oc­ 
curred in the history of clini­ 
cal psychology. This was the 
case of William Leonard, late 
professor of English at the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, who was 
an extreme phobiac — a man 
who lived in constant fear of 
almost 
everything, 
and 
who 
spent the latter years of his life 
imprisoned in his 
home be­ 
cause he was afraid to walk 
more than a very short dis­ 
tance from it This was the fa­ 
mous case of “the Locomotive 
God.” 
With Professor Taylor’s help 
and direction, Leonard began 
searching psychological anal­ 
ysis which eventually led to the 
discovery that his phobias had 
their origins, at least in part, 
because of a 
terrible fright 
which Leonard experienced at 
age two, when a locomotive 
roared into a railroad station 
and 
was interpreted 
by the 
child as God himself coming 
down out of the sky to punish 
him. 
Professor Taylor has a spe­ 
cial interest in the subject of 
multiple oersonalkies. In asso­ 
ciation with M. F. Martin, he 
has written a monograph sum­ 
marizing the facts concerning 
78 persons who had multiple 
personalities. 
Professor Taylor anticipated 
Alfred Kinsey by 15 years, and 
studied the attitudes of gradu­ 
ate students toward their sex 
practices — writing a mono­ 
graph which soon became well. 
mown and entitled, “A Cri­ 
tique of Sublimation in Males.” 
Along with Hawkins and Laz- 
erowitz, Dr. Taylor made a 
study of students’ ratings of 
courses at Smith College. The 
authors believed that systemat­

Delivered To NASA 


BALTIMORE (AP) — The 
Martin Co. has delivered th e 
first pair of prototype nuclear 
generators for use in space to 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
The first two units contain no 
radioactive, fuel. They will be 
heated 
electrically 
for 
their 
qualification tests. 
Each generator is designed to 
deliver 30 watts of direct cur­ 
rent to the weather satellite 
Nimbus B, the first NASA satel­ 
lite to use a nuclear power 
source. 
Decay of plutonium 238, which 
is used for fuel, generates heat 
which in turn is converted di­ 
rectly into electricity by ther­ 
mocouples.
